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The fircal year for the town will 
end December 81st and all officials 
and departments will be unusually 
busy to complete their reports fox 
presentation in published form t¢ 
the voters at the annual meeting 
early in February. Owing to the 
difficulties of publication, scarcity 
of labcr in particular, these re 
ports must be concluded earlie: 
than usual. The state auditors 
are al:o expected during the first 
week in January for a compelte 
check-up. The final meeting of 
the Selectmen will be Tuesday 
evening, December 28 and all out- 
standing: bills must be in their 
hands at that time. Town officialr 
who are called upon for exacting 
labor to close their_books and ac- 
counts for presentation to the au- 
ditors are the town auditor, the 
treasurer and the tax collector. 


The town election will call for 
the nomination of a Town Clerk 
a Town Treasurer; a Collector of 
Taxes; three Selectmen; a member 
of the Board of Asses:ors; a Mod- 
erator; two members of the Li 
brary Trustees; a member of the 
School committee; a Cemetery 
Ccmmissioner; four Constables. a 
Tree Warden. Any qualified citi- 
zen may compete for any of the 
town offices, by the filing of nom- 
ination papers with the required 
signatures either as an independ. 
ent, or representative of their po- 
litical party with the endorsement 
of the organization. No caucu: 
will be held. this year for nomina- 
tions and they will be entirely 
made by the filing of papers. The 
Republican Town committee at its 
forthcoming session will consider 
the list of names suggested for ite 
endorsements and by the way, thie 
committee has two vacancies to be 
filled also. With the absence of 
many of our men in the service, it 
locks. like a quiet election with a 
limited attendance at the annual 
town meeting.
